The Metesrs of tlie Bog Days. 


The Au<rnst meteors made a fine di«- 


plav this} ear, and attracted much at- 
tention, even from those who ordinarily 
care little for star gazing. On Thurs- 
day aud Friday nights the meteors fell 
piobably at the rate of a hundred in an 
hour 
Many were so small that they 


seemed, as they darted across the sky, 
to be mere lines of light. A large num- 
ber left phosphorescent trails which 
were seen to curl, break up, and gradu- 
ally fade several seconds after the me- 
teors had disappeared. 
One, seen in 


the eastern heavens at t*-n o'clock on 
Thursday night, appears to have been 
of extraordinary size and brilliancy. It 
s described a-s looking as large as the 
nil moon on the horizon. It was heart- 
shaped, and the broader end appeared 
to spread out into flames, in which blue 
and red lines were conspicuous. 
It 


seemed to fall straight downward, but 
this was unquestionably an effect of per- 
spective. No explosion was witnessed 
aud no noUf heatd. 
No one who watched the meteors long 


could fail to notice how their paths ra- 
diated from a common center in the con- 
stellation Per=eus. During the five days 
that the earth occupied in traversing the 
meteor stream, which is in some places 
about 3,000,000 miles broad, the num- 
ber of these bodies that entered our at- 
mosphere, and were consumed by the 
intense heat developed by 
fruition 


no-amst the particles of the air, must 
have been enormous. If they were not 
thus consumed a shower of meteors 
\\ ould be a menace to human life. 
I he 


amount of debris they leave floating in 
the air in the shape ot meteoric dust and 
other products of combustion, is com- 
paiatnel> insignificant, and yet not too 
small to be perceptible. Meteoric dust 
is continually iinding its way slowly 
down to the earth's surface, and it is

2,064 ticket booths will be set up 
near the polling places in the 08o 
election districts in this city, and in 
these ticket booths 2,004 accredited 
servants of the political parties will 
be prepared to offer 48,000,000 bal- 
lots to 100,000 electors. These bal 
lots are nearly ready in three print- 
ing offices down town for delivery to 
the magnates of politics. The print- 
ers have been running their presses 
night and day for a week on the 
electrotype* plates for the ballots, 
and this part of the complicated nnd 
gigantic work of an eleotion in New 
York City might have been complet- 
ed er« this time but for a few tardy 
nominations.

yesterday for state and county officers, 
and last night there was a big crewd of 
republicans and democrats at the court 
house to hear the returns redd as they 
came in by telegraph and telephone. ,The 
news from the South and East was mostly 
of a democratic tone, but when the fig- 
ures from the city and county came in it 
was soon apparent that Democrats had 
been snowed under by old time Bepubli- 
can majorities. 
The tricks and under- 


handed work of the demmies didn't pan 
out worth a nickel, for Bogera for sena- 
tor, Crocker and Foster for representa- 
tives, Wood for treasurer, Greer for judge, 
Hardy for clerk, Foster for sheriff, and 
Bendure for coroner, are all elected by 
big majorities, as will be seen by consult- 
ing the tabulated statement of the vote 
cast as given on this page. It was a hard 
and determined fight in Deeatur town- 
ship and the country did well. 


The democratic steamer, "Defeated," 


went up Salt Creek early this morning, 
with "we'll bteat (Rogers) him by 200," 
Jack as captain, and Waggoner, Clark, 
Bay, 
and Dinneeu on board as the crew, 


Philbrook going along to make observa- 
tions in the interest of Trainer, who at 
the last moment concluded that he hadn't 
time to make the trip. At last accounts 
Austin township was reached, when Cap- 
tain Jack bethought himself to stop the 
steamer and begin a search for that voter 
who gave Bogers one majority in that 
heretofore democratic precinct; scores of 
voters claimed to be entitled to the honor; 
and as soon as Bay recovered from his 
40th chill, the steamer passed on its 
mournful way for the head waters of the 
historical stream. 


There have been the happiest lot of

could wish to meet, and the successful 
candidates have been almost overwhelmed 
with congratulations of the heartiest 
character.

her early maidenhood, came from Phil* 
adelphia and entered the novitiate o] 
ihe Sixers of the Visitation, then settled 
in this city. Said the Mother Superior 
in charge of the school, this afternoon 
after the funeral: "It is seldom that 
the tongue of common fame invades 
the quiet halls of a convent, and never 
was there a s.nger to whom fame came 
less welcome than to sjrter Mary Agnes*. 
Her gentle nature seemed to blush at 
the high encomium* placed upon her 
sinking, and her soul was frequently 
barrassed with fear lest the adulation 
should woo her heart to the love of 
earthly things. 
Her nature, as her 


countenance, was gentle, and she was 
happv m singing when It gratified her 
f i lends or added to the reputation of the 
institution. She brought to the sister- 
hood no broken heart, but came to holy 
vows in the brighest years of her life, 
and from tbe time ol her comta* to her 
death lived her peaceful life contented 
and happy. She was loved by all her 
pupils, whom she attracted here from 
all parts of the country, and not less by 
her sisters in the order. For a year or 
more she has been threatened with par- 
alysis and has refrained from all but the 
lighter duties of her position. The high- 
est medical skill of the city was se- 
cured, but 
without avail. 
Finally 


her throat was attacked. When the 
wonderful, pure soprano notes failed to 
come with her endeavor she gave up al- 
most all hope of living beyond a few 
months, saying- 
«' If my work were not 


concluded I would not so have been 
smitten in the one talent that was given 
me." For several years her voice had 
been used with the greatest considera- 
tion, and she only sang upon special 
occasions. Her last public performance 
was when a number of members of the 
last Legislature visited her. Her health 
was then greatly impaired, and she was 
urged not to sing, bnt she said in her 
kindly way, that it was a pity to disap- 
point those who had come out on pur- 
pose to hear her sing, and going to the 
piano sang for them her favorite hymn: 
VI Know that My Redeemer Liveth " 
The first notes of the song as thoy came 
weakly from the throat that had always 
added new beauty to the hymn before 
seemed a roqniem to the ears of those 
who had been accustomed to the full 
resonance of her voice. As she sang, 
however, she seemed to be imbued with 
the spirit of the bygone days, and sang 
the last lines of the hymn with a fervor 
and tone that none who heard that last 
song will forget. It was in the evening, 
ana the room was unlignted except by 
thp fire, but when the last notes of the 
hymn died away and the sweet singer 
leaned forward exhausted upon the pi- 
ano, the room seemed filled with warmth 
and light. After that evening she sang 
no more except in the privacy of her 
own room, where she frequently gave 
voice to her favorite hymns, until her 
voice grew weaker as her health failed.

A curious case relating to the marriage 
status of former slaven na<i just been de- 
cided by the Supreme Court of Ala- 
bama. Tho controversy was between 
two women, each of whom claimed to be 
the widow of Gus Washington and en- 
titled to dower in his citato 
One 
named Edie had bean married to him iu 
1847, 
when both were slaves of the 


same master. 
Tho cermony was per- 


formed by a colored minister, with the 
consent of the master. Tho two lived 
together as husband and wife till tlio 
fall of 1866 
At that time the husband, 


being, then, of course, a freedman, took 
out a license and married another 
\\oruan, with whom he lived till his 
death 
Under these circumstances the 


Court was called upon to decide which 
of the two had been the lawful wife 
It 


has been decided in favor of tho ono 
olaunin^ by virtue of the slave marriage. 
It, holds that slaves were not competent 
to enter into » -valid mainago contract 
or hold the log.il relation of husband 
aud wife 
But in September, 1865, the 


Constitution of Albania declared that 
all fieemen and Ireewomen then living 
together and lecogmzineone another as 
jiusband and wile should hold thit 10- 
lation under the law. The Supicme 
Court decides that this was ratification 
of the marital telations then existing 
bet wean Gus and Eilie Washington, and 
that this subsequent mariiage witb the 
other claimant was void
